Two of the Crew Drowned in Trying 
to Make Their Escape. 
Sault Ste Marie, Mich,, Sept. IS.— 
The schooner V. H. Ketchum, bound 
from Duluth to Cleveland, burned Sat­ 
urday night off Parisian Island. Lake 
Superior, and two members of the 
crew were drowned while attem pting 
to leave the burning vessel in a life­ 
boat. 
The fire was first discovered 
in the after 
cab rn" and made 
such 
headway that it was soon beyond con­ 
trol. 
The schooner was immediately 
headed for shore and was beached in 
twenty-three feet of water off the is­ 
land. where she burned to the w ater’s 
€*dge. 
When it was seen that the fire 
was beyond control, the nine m em ­ 
bers of the crew, including Mrs. B. 
Ames, the cook, 
launched the life­ 
boat 
and prepared 
to row 
to the 
steam er Nottingham, which had taken 
the Ketchum in tow. 
In attem pting to lower the woman 
safely into the lifeboat, the craft was 
capsized and the nine people were 
thrown into the water. 
In the strug­ 
gle to save them selves the eight men 
forgot the presence of the woman and 
she was carried some distance away. 
Mate Andrew Anderson went to her 
rescue as she was going down for the 
last time. 
Seizing her clothing, An­ 
derson turned and attempted to return, 
to the ship, but the high waves car­ 
ried him farther a w a y and finally the 
two sank before tho eyes of the other 
members of the crew, who could offer 
no assistance.

fall that corporation funds were being 
used in aid of 
the Republican cam­ 
paign. To a correspondent who called 
at Rosemount, Judge Parker's home, 
and asked him if he had anything to 
say in relation to the statement made 
by Vice President George W. Perkins 
of the New York Life Insurance com­ 
pany before the legislative committee 
investigating the insurance business 
to the < ffect that President John A. 
McCall of that company had caused a 
contribution of about 
$50,000 to be 
made last year to the Republican na­ 
tional campaign fund 
Judge Parker 
said: 
"Yes, I believe I ought to say now 
that there is no political excitement 
to distract the public attention that 
the president of the New York Life 
was not the only 
such contributor. 
The officers of other great life insur­ 
ance companies, such as the Equitable 
and the Mutual, also contributed from 
the policyholders’ funds for campaign 
purposes last year. 
"What bas been proved in the case 
of the New York Life will undoubted­ 
ly be proved in the other cases. 
The 
facts exist, and honest and able coun­ 
sel backed by an honest committee 
will undoubtedly bring them out for 
the public good. 


Not the Only Ones to Con tribute . 
“Were there an investigation of rail­ 
way, telegraph and. other corporations 
it would be found that these life in­ 
s u r a n t company officers were not the 
only officers who put their hands into 
the treasury and took out moneys be­ 
longing to widows and orphans to help 
secure a partisan triumph. 
“That their acts were unlawful and 
their purposes corrupt 
goes without 
saying. 
They intended 
to have the 
money used, as it was in corrupting 
the electorate. Mr. Perkins makes the 
point that Mr. John A. McCall, the 
president of the New York Life, is a 
Democrat. 
Apparently he would have 
the public assume that when Mr. Mc­ 
Call unlawfully and wrongfully con­ 
tributed these funds—the company's 
share probably as a member of the 
underwriting syndicate— it 
was evi­ 
dence of political virtue rather than 
misconduct. 
"The truth about it is, and I say it 
without feeling, but emphatically, that 
men like McCall have no political con­ 
victions that stand in the way of their 
financial obligations. 
Such men de­ 
sire the triumph of the party which 
will better serve their personal finan­ 
cial interests and will— for contribu­ 
tions, past, present and future—con­ 
tinue 
to protect those 
interests by 
lenient legislation and by pretension 
at execution 
of law which 
shall be 
tenderly blind to all their offenses. 
"There can be no hope of checking 
the unlawful aggression of officers of 
corporations 
so long as they 
must 
thus form a quasi-partnership 
with 
the organization of the dominant po­ 
litical party. 
"The Democratic party, if subjected 
to the temptations the other party has 
been subjected to during the past few 
years, would have acted differently. 
The facts should be diligently sifted 
that the people may themselves insist 
upon legislation making it a criminal 
offense to make contributions for po­ 
litical purposes and depriving the ap­ 
parently successful candidates of their 
offices.’’

The following is from the pen of 
Morrison of the Duluth Keening 
ald: 
“Ore has been encountered in 
shaft that Pickands-Mather ct Co 
sinking on the Cuyuna iron range. 
“ This discovery is as significant and 
satisfactory as it was unexpected. 
It 
shows a quality of ore that wholly was 
unexpected by the people interested. It 
also shows an ore body very much larg­ 
er than drill work gave reason to ex­ 
pect. 
“Yes, it is true that ore has been 
struck in the Pickands-Mather ct Co. 
shaft,” said Cuyler Adams to me Thurs­ 
day. “We had not planned to strike it 
there—in fact those doing this work 
did not wish to find it there.

I call­ 
ed at the office of Hickam! Mather A Co.

Mr. Munger. the local representative of 
tho Cleveland firm, was out of the city 
but his office assistant not only corrobo­ 
rated the statement of Mr. Adams but 
showed samples of the ore. 
I do not 
pose as an authority on iron ore but the 
specimens shown looked good to me. 
They wore iron, certainly, hard. heavy 
and, when scratched, showed a deep, 
dark, brown tinge. 
The ore does not 
show any magnetism and, allowing for 
surface effects, is an excellent specimen 
of hematite charactertics of that range.
